2. Central Office Terminal or Termination. The ferminotion of o local loop facility at the, 
control office.

3. Customer Originated Trace. A CU\SS (Custom Local Area Signaling Services) feature 
that allows the customer (e.g., you) to originate a trace to track harossing callers. When 
you get a nuisance call, you depress the switchhook and releose it quickly. Then you listen 
for 0 special stuttered diol tone. You then depress *57 on your touchtone dial pod, or dial 
1 1 57 on your rotary phone. If the Inst call has been successfully traced, you'll heor on 
nnnouncemenf.
